CONGRESS OF LEGISLATORS. 

ue first informal session of the Internation- 
al Conference of delegates from legislative 
bodies in the interests of peace and interna- 
| tional arbitration opened this morning. The 
conference is largely attended, and although 
the work of organization is all that can be at- 
tempted to-day, the interest of those on the 
ground is apparent. This conference grows 
out of the efforts of a committee composed of 

members of Parliament, several of whom 
visited the United States last year 
in behalf of the movement. Asa resuit, 
there.is a large delegation from America, 
headed by Congressman Mason of Chicago. 
Fifty members of the House of Commons rep- 
resent England, and delegates are present 
from the Parliaments of Australia, Italy, Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Belgium and Denmark. 
Humanitarians have long been anticipating 
this conference and attach greater importance 
to it than to an ordinary peace congress, from 
the fact that itis composed entirely of legis- 
lators, who not only have influence in shaping 
the policy of their respective countries, but 
who also have a voice in making that policy. 

AFTER ART TREASURES. ; 
There is understood to be many. thousands 


pictures at the great Secretan sale, which be- 
gins on Monday. Buyers are pouring in from 
all the European capitals, but the general ex- 
pectation is that many of the treasures will go 
to America, despite the high tariff duty. The 
sale is the most important one of its kind that 
has ever taken place. Secrétan made money 
rapidly out of thé great copper syndicate and 
put nearly the whole of it in art treasures. 
The collection includes twenty Meissoniers, 
five Millets, including Angelus and Vanneur; 
four Corots, eight Decamps, six Dioz, five 
Fromentins,six Rousseaus, nine Troyons, two 
Daubignys, five Delacroix, an Ingres and a 
Dupre. The sale of pictures alone is expected 
to realize nearly $2,000,000, and if the bidding 
is lively even a much greater sum, Potter 
Palmer and the Vanderbilts are among the 
Americans who have left orders with agents. 
THE GREAT SHOW. 

The exposition is more crowded than ever 
this week. Nearly 125,000 attend daily. Dif- 
ferent juries are already at work giving atten- 
tion{to the exhibits in the United States section. 
No awards will be made till September or Oc- 
tober. Much complaint 
Americans, exhibitors and visitors generally, 
about the lack of attention they get from the 
American Commissioners. Generally they 
are far more popular with the Frenchmen 
than with the Americans who happen to be in 
France. The trouble seems to be that they 
were spoiled by too much social attention 
shown them when they arrived bere, simply 
because they were Americans. They lost all 
ideas of Jeffersonian symplicity.

do so. The decision of the arbitrator prevents 
the expulsion of Chetwynd from 
the Jockey Club, but of his 
moral guilt there is no question. 
The trainer, Sherrard, and several jockeys, 
however, will have to suffer, not being of 
noble blood, The existence of other rings of 
this character than the one directed by Wood 
is suspected, and efforts will be made to 
ferret them out. The stir made by the Chet- 
wynd case, however, will be likely to keep 
them quiet for some time to come.

Her Uncrowned King—Spirit of the People— 
Turkey's Opportunity.

IENNA, June 29.— Em- 
- peror Francis Joseph's 
reference to Bulgaria 
in bis speech to the 
delegations is now 
viewed ina far differ- 
ent light by statesmen 
generally than at the 
beginning ofthe week,

sally understood as 
meaning that Austria had grown weary of at- 
tempting to conciliate Russia and would 
adopt a more forward policy infuture. But 
Buigarians themselves were not slow in dis- 
covering that Austria had a sinister object in 
view and that the Emperor’s flattering 
remark about them was meant as an 
antidote to cure them of the Macedonian 
tever. Tue speech of Court Kalnoky the 
Austrian Foreign Minister, to the committee 
of delegates on Thursday, has allayed the 
pessimist fears of those statesmen who do 
not enjoy the confidence of the inner circles 
of their respective governments. Among the 
latter, however, it is admitted that affairs in 
the Balkans were daily becoming more threat- 
ening and an acute crisis might occur any 
moment. 
A SPIRIT OF INDEPENDENCE. 

M. De Lavelye, in an interview to-day on 
Bulgarian affairs, said: ‘‘Let us remove the 
vell which has hung over Bulgaria since 
Prince Alexandria lett it and see 
what the Bulgarians are thinking and 
doing. The Bulgarians have by no means lost 
the solid gifts of character which they dis- 
played in their war with Servia and in their 
struggle with Russia over Prince Alexander. 
Disappointed in Prince Alexander, who failed 
them in the critical moment, they have taken 
their destiny into their own hands. They 
have elected a Prince without obtaining the 
assent of Europe to their choice, and although 
strictly speaking, Prince Ferdinand has nota 
legal title, they do not trouble 
their . heads: about such formalities and 
go their way resolutely and placidly.

Bulgaria’s relations with Turkey are 
excellent, and it is perhaps just possible that 
the Turks may see where their saivation lies, 
even at the eleventh hour, and may group the 
Balkan States around them in a defensive 
league. Such a league, backed up as it would 
be by impartial European opinion, would be 
invulnerable. it would not even be attacked. 
But one preliminary condition must be first 
fulfilled, Turkey must turn home-ruler in 
Macedonia and Old Servia. When she has 
done that the rest will be comparatively easy. 
Short of that, the State of Macedonia will be- 
fore leng imperatively call for settlement, and 
the settlement can only come through a great 
war.’’

For the nest crop 6,123 
acres of cane will be added. to iis 
present lands, which will increase the product 
to 85,000 hogsheadsand the owners, Messrs. 
Apeztequie, expect to reach the enormous 
product of 60,000 hogsheads within the oom - 
ing two years.

Queen Christine’s Pluck. 

BERLIN, June 2.—The bravery displayed by 
Queen Regent Christine in ascending in a mil- 
itary balloon, which the officers were testing, 
created a furore of admira- 
tion throughout Spain. While the 
experiments were going on her majesty 
appeared on the ground and insisted upon 
accompanying the alde-de-camp in charge in 
his ascent. The Queen’s maid of honor 
declined to enter the car, so the royal lady left 
her, behind. The balloon, which was held 
captive by a cable, ascended to the heighs of 
300 yards and descended ata point within ten 
yards of whereit started, Photographs of the 
scene were taken and-the soldiers cheered 
themselves hoarse in recognition of the young 
Queen's pluck.

Naval Academy Report. 


Wasnuinetor, DO. June 22.—The annual re- 
port of the Board of Visitors of the Annapolis 
Academy, Commodore George Brown, Presi- 
dent, was made public to-day.

MURDERED FOR MONEY. 


IN THE 


COLD-BLOODED ASSASSINATION 
CHICKASAW NATION. 


The Assassins Narrowly Escape Lynching— 
Dunlap, the Northampton Bank Robber, 
to Be Pardoned—Queer Stery of Ro- 
mance and Crime—iiraculous Escape of 
a Desperado—The Criminal Calandar.

GAINESVILLE, Tex., 
June 29.—Deputy U. 8. 
Marshal W. H. Hoover 
of Mandato, I. T., 
arrived here last night 
from  Burneyville, 
Chickasaw Nation, 
having as prisoners 
three young men 
named Filmore Ball, 
J. ©. Ball and Bob 
whom reside near 
Burneyville, and are charged with the 
assassination of an old farmer 75 years 
of age named Tom Box, in his cornfield 
near his home, which is also near Burney- 
ville, some time late Tuesday night. Box 
wasacitizen of the Nation by right of mar- 
riage, he having married a Chickasaw woman, 
and thereby was the possessor of a large tract 
of valuable property. A short time ago 
Filmore Ball, a young man of that section, 
married a daughter of Box, which made him 
a citizen of the Chickasaw Nation also. It is 
said that soon after Ball’s marriage he set 
about finding schemes whereby to get posses- 
sion of his father-in-law’s property, but the 
old man guarded his possessions with much 
care and donated very littie of his wealth to 
his son-in-law. 

Ball, knowing that his wife would fall heir 
to all the Box property, and not wanting to 
wait till the old man was taken away by nat- 
ural death, decided to have him killed at once, 
so with this in view de and his brother 
J. O. Ball and Tom Boutwell, who lived near 
them, decided to have a dance at the cabin of 
the latter on Tuesday night and invite the old 
man to attend, knowing that he had a great 
fondness for the jig, scarcely a dance ever 
occuring in his vicinity that he did not attend 
and take a part in. The dancers assembled at 
the Boutwell residence, and among them was 
the old man Box, who, to amuse the young- 
sters and enjoy himself, shuffied off an old 
Virginia reel with the elegance of a dancing 
master.

THE OLD MAN’S DEATH. 

After finishing and holding a few minutes’ 
merry conversation with the youngsters he 
started home, but in the meantime and 
while Box was engaged in the reel, the two 
Boutwells had left the house, taking with them 
Boutwell’s double-barreled shot-gun, and it 
was noticed by some of the parties present at 
the dance that these men went into a corn- 
field along a path traveled by Box when going 
from his house to and from Boutwell’s resi- 
dence. Shortly after the old man entered the 
field the report of a gun was heard, and in a 
few minutes afterwards the Balls and Bout- 
wells returned to the house, put the gun back 
in its accustomed rack and then took an active 
part in the dance, which kept up the rest 
of the night. Next morning, Box not 
having come home, his family instituted 


search for him, which resulted in finding his 
body in the cornfield near by, with several 
holes in the breast, made by buckshot, which 
bad produced death instantly, from appear- 
ance.

The 
suit is brought on two notes for $2,500 
each, dated respectively in July and Febru- 
ary, 1881, but which is a mistake by oue year, 
as they were intended to be dated in 1882. 
This was proven. The notes are signed by 
Price, and were given to Francis by Lyons in 
settlement of a balance ina transaction in 
grain between Lyon and D. R. Francis, with 
interest. They now amount to about $10,000, 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The connection of Price and Lyons in the 
case grew up as follows: Col, T. B. Price ia a 
large farmer and stockman living in Pettis 
County, near Sweet Springs. Benjamin B. 
Lyons was in the year 1881, at the time the 
notes were made by Price and signed in blank 
for Lyons to use in buying mules, a 
livery man in Sedalia, running a large 
stable and buying and selling horses 
and mules extensively. Price was backing 
Lyons in buying mules and gave him the 
blank notes signed by himself for that pur- 
pose alone, as he alleges, and that is his de- 
tense in part against paying off the notes. 
Price suys that Lyons without his knowledge 
or consent used the notes in buying options in 


St. Louis through D. R. Francis as a broker. 
The other part of Price’s defense against 
paving the notes is that the whole thing was a
